0 Through the receiving tellers’ windows 
at the bank, pass 27 varieties of deposits 
—checks, money-orders, drafts, certif- 
icates-of-deposit, discounted notes, etc.

Depositors consider all these forms of 
exchange as money and the bank accepts 
them as cash. But they are not cash. The 
bank has to make collection and turn 
them into cash through a complicated 
“clearing” system between the banks of 
the country, maintained at great expense.
